The Mar. 14 issue. of TIME 
‘Magazine makes the following 
points on Dr. Filesch’s book: . 

Only in the ‘United States is 
there any remedial-reading prob- 
lem. Flesch discovered that in 
Britain, kindergarten children 
read “Three Little Pigs; in Ger-- 
many, second-grade pupils can 
read aloud almost anything in 
print. They do not necessarily 
understand all the words, how- 
ever, 
third-graders have a reading mas- 
tery of 1,800 words. —- 

Flesch attributes American chil-. 
dren’s lack of ‘reading ability to 
‘the way they're. taught in. school. 


“They are taught to memorize . 


the appearance of words,” he says. 
Flesch cited an instance of a small 
boy recognizing the word. “chil-’ 
dren” each ‘time he saw it ona. 
eard,.
